May Cause the Death of an Ital- 


ian Bootblack Now in 


Hospital. 


The careless driving of a one-horse de- 


livery wagon has the possibility of" being 
the cause, of the death of Lenardo Ban- 
testa, an Italian bootblack, .40-years of 
age, who la now at the Providence Hos- 
pital suffering from a compound fracture 
or the frontal bone of the forehead. Ban- 
testa was crossing Telegraph .avenue, at 
Jones street, when, according to those 
who saw the accident, a delivery wagon 
ran Into the Italian. The shaft struck his 
forehead-and the force of.the blow drove 
.a portion of the skull .into the brain. In 
an unconscious condition, he was picked 
up and the police patrol summoned. 
Dr. Irwin and Steward Borchert dressed 
the injured man at the Receiving Hospi- 
tal, and later he was removed to the 
Providence Hospital, where his life is 
hanging on mere threads! 
Those who saw the collision state that 
the driver's name could not be learned, 
for he drove off in haste before he could 
be interviewed. 


VIENNA, Dec. 22.—The first success- 


ful operation on record of restoring a 
man's sight by transplanting of the 
cornea has been performed here by 
Dr. Zirm. 
The patient had lost the 


sight of both eyes and was "stone 
blind." He is now able to read small 
| print-and go about his work with ease. 


The surgeon grafted pieces of 
the 


cornea or "window" of the eye of a 
small boy which he had by chance to 
remove in an operation. The Interior 
of the eye had been injured by a= steel 
splinter, but the cornea was Intact. 


Dr. Zlrm, in explaining his feat at 


the meeting of the Medical Society, 
said that he attributed former failures 
of the operation to the fact that the 
eyes of animals have always been .used 
heretofore to obtain the material for 
grafting.

ity of mankind. The sentiment dies down as quickly as it wells up, 
and the real Scrooges are more apt to take it out of the Bob Cratch- 
etts in a spirit of irritation for giving way for the moment to emo- 
tions which they regard in their calculating moods as childish 
and maudlin. 
Hut it is something to be thankful for that, the 


Scrooges can feel nature's sweetest touch on their battered, seared 
old hearts even one day in the year.

the a\erage man begins to thaw out in this intercourse with his fel- 
lows. He finds himself shaking hands in friendly spirit with the 
person he threatened to kick six months before.

He gives a cheery good morn- 
ing to people he is accustomed ordinarily to pass without notice. 
He smiles with frank good 'humor over small vexations that usually 
put him out of temper, and grants requests which he would regard 
at other times as impertinent. He drops a quarter in the palm of 
the street beggar \\ell knowing the fellow is a rascal and a fraud, 
and feels all the better for doing it. A strange inclination possesses 
him to gi\e nickels to strange babies, and to pat the head of vagrant 
dogs. He stops to chat with a down-at-the-heel old acquaintance, 
and ends b\ making a small loan that he is aware is a permanent 
investment—in short, he is unconsciously happy and is desirous of 
adding to the happiness of others. 


If Christmas did nothing else it would still be the noblest insti- 


tution man has ever know n. It is not what men do that makes it a 
festual of grace and sweetness and tender sympathy, but the spirit 
that mo\es them to do it. Those who respond to its warming in- 
fluence are bettered io. soul and body.

A Distinction and a Difference. 


The Stockton Independent makes no distinction between bills 


and resolutions introduced in the Senate. No statute can curtail the 
constitutional powers of the President, though Congress did at- 
tempt to curtail the executive's constitutional prerogatives when it 
passed the tenure of office act during the administration of Andrew 
Johnson. However, cither House ot" Congress can protest by reso- 
lution against the assumption of extraordinary powers by 
the 


President. Such a protest was made during Jackson's administra- 
tion, though the resolutions \\ere subsequently expunged from the 
Senate record. While it is the province of the Supreme Court to 
ultmiatclv define the powers lodged in the President, the Supreme 
Com I is powerless to act until some concrete question of alleged 
usurpation is presented by an appeal from the ruling of a lower 
court. There must be litigation involving constitutional rights be- 
fore the Supreme Court can interfere. It is possible for the Presi- 
dent to exercise in many ways an arbitrary authority not vested in 
him by the Constitution without laying the groundwork for an action 
at lav, whereby the constitutionality of his' acts may be tested. In 
the San I-'iai'cisco -.chool matter he has only threatened to do some- 
thing he is not empowered to do under the Constitution, and hence 
the autlionU of the Supreme Court cannot^be invoked to restrain 
him. The Senate may, however, express its opinion by ultra vires 
resolution as to any act or line of conduct infringing rights guar- 
anteed citi/.ens of States bv the Constitution.

Unconsciously they 
come to regard wealth in its varied forms, which are but the tokens 
of man's capacity and enterprise and the evidences of his thrift and 
handiwork, as being greatness instead of the spirit that has inspired 
its creation and the skill and energy which have fashioned it to 
forms of sple'ndor and beauty. The material and senseless handiwork 
draws the admiration that rightfully belongs to the ethical and 
spiritual power which made it possible.

We talk of the Greater Oakland usually as if it merely consisted 


of more people, more houses, more factories, 
more shops, taller 


buildings and longer streets, ignoring the pi imal factor which makes 
for power and progress in civilization. 11 is what is in a people 
that makes them great. Neither fertile lands nor vast wealth con- 
stitutes greatness, neither are entitled to honor nor is to be regarded 
as symbolical of moral worth and intellectual power. 


There is more of greatness in the little Swiss republic among the 


Alps than in all the two hundred and fifty millions of India. The 
indomitable spirit that prompted the rude mountaineers to guard 
with their lives their bleak pastures and Alpine valleys has kept alive 
political liberty, religious freedom and de\otion to native land for 
a thousand years. The Swiss have kept their own country and in- 
spired patriotism in all others, while the inhabitants of India have 
been plundered and oppressed for centuries by a succession of na- 
tive and foreign despots. Neither wealth, numbers nor fruitful lands 
gave them a title to greatness nor a claim to the respect of man- 
kind. The splendid edifices which excite the wonder and admiration 
of the traveler from other lands are merely monuments to cruelty, 
tyranny, spoliation and servile submission. That is because India 
never produced a Winkelried to die on the spears of the invader 
that way might be made for liberty. In a race that produces only 
slaves and despots there can be no civic greatness. The element 
of manhood is lacking. 


This country is great today because there were men to stain the 


snows of Valley Forge with the blood of their bare feet. Upon their 
sacrifice has been reared a mighty fabric of material prosperity, bul 
let no one mistake the national balance sheet of today for the real 
strength of the American people. The type of national character 
that represents the nobility and vigor of a people is not presented 
by John D. Rockefeller or Chauncey Depew—the sordid accumu- 
lator of wealth and its flunkey in motley. So long as George Wash- 
ington, Samuel Adams, Patrick Henry, 
Benjamin 
Franklin 
and 


Ethan Allen are shrined as ideal patriots S3 long will the American 
republic survive and the American people grow in the respect of 
mankind. But our glory will depart forever should we surrender 
our ideals and adopt the sordid policy of safety and selfishness. 


There is point in this for the people of this city. The Greater 


Oakland should not merely be a larger and richer city, but a greater 
and nobler people—a people with enlightened and liberal ideas of 
government and civic duty, a people impressed with their respon- | 
sibility to each other and the common weal, a people who do not 
ask, "What is in it for me?" every time a question of public improve- 
ment arises—in short, a people of spiritual insight, high moral pur- 
pose, patriotic impulses and ethical culture The destiny of Greater 
Oakland is in the hands of the Greater Oaklander. Let us hope he 
will prove worthy of the trust. At any rate, every citizen of the town 
can strive to broaden his mind and heart so that he may measure up 
to the responsibilities imposed by a larger civic life with keener ac- 
tivities.

The PopeV Diplomatic Status. 


The vote of 413 to 166 in favor of the government on the new 


religious bill brought forward by the Clemenceau ministry indicates 
that the Papacy has a very slender support in the French Chamber 
of Deputies. While the measure is mild in a sense, it strengthens 
the hands of the government and is a still further encroachment on 
ecclesiastical privilege. Unless an unforeseen halt should be called 
the subjugation of the church to the civil authority will be complete. 
The protest the Vatican has addressed to the Catholic powers and 
the apostolic delegates in Protestant countries against the summary 
expulsion of Mgr. Montagnini, secretary to the Paris nunciature, wi'l 
have no effect so far as interference is concerned. No other nation 
will attempt lo call France to account, and the polite way in which 
the protest has been ignored emphasizes the anomalous position the 
Vatican has come to occupy in the diplomatic .world. In this there 
is evidence of the growing disinclination to support the fiction that 
the Pope is a temporal sovereign i'nd his representatives entitled 
to the consideration international comity demands that the diplo- 
matic agents of de facto powers should receive. It is plain that the 
powers are indisposed to concern themselves about an act of diplo- 
matic discourtesy to a nominal ruler without dominions or a govern- 
ment that can be called real in the temporal sense. The Papal resi- 
dence is within the political jurisdiction of the kingdom of Italy, 
which does not recognize the Papal claims of temporal sovereignty, 
and this concrete fact is becoming more arid more impressive as the 
years go by. As the agitation against ecclesiastical authority and 
political influence spreads in Catholic countries, the nations grow !e«s 
inclined to treat with the Pope as if he possessed a realm and the 
potency of an actual monarch. Hence the affront France gave the 
Vatican by bundling its diplomatic agent out of the country without 
ceremony is likely to go unavenged.

For every one case where he 
Is able to help, there are ninety-nine 
where he can do nothing. With these 
persons, naturally, he becomes unpop- 
ular, 


"Furthermore, the possessor of great 


wealth has to be very careful of what 
he does for the benefit of other per* 
sons. Of course, he has the power to 
do a great deal of good In the world: 
On the other hand he can do even 
greater harm unless he Is cauttmis. It 
injures some people to be helped." 


Rockefeller 
discussed mendiciancy, 
and agreed that it was not real charity 
to help the ordinary person who asks 
for alms on the street. 


"Of course, where the case 
shows 


clearly that a man is hungry, it Is only 
proper to feed him," he said. "Money 
should not be given until the circum- 
stances are understood. It may do the 
man more harm than good."

Thaw, Is placed on trial for the mur- 
der of Stanford White. 
Few there are, however, who realize 


the self-denial 
and 
actual physical. 
training that this frail creature, who 
until a few months ago floated lightly 
on the uppermost froth of the gay 
life in the gayest city in 
world, 


must undergo. 
To those who have been close to 
Harry Thaw in his imprisonment In 
the Tombs, Evelyn Nesbit Thaw has 
appealed as a good wife. She now has 
the greatest respect, not to saw love 
and admiration of even the hardened 
keepers and "trusties" at the city 
prison. 
, , 
At the trial of her husband she will 
be the most Important witness. 
On 


her testimony alone the fate at her 
young millionaire husband may rest. 
She knows this. She is preparing her- 
self for the crucial moment in her 
career. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Harry Thaw 


Is suffering from a bad attack of the 
grip. 
He is under the care of 
Dr. 


Frank McGuire, the prison physician, 
and receives medical attention In his 
cell each day. 
It is said in the Tombs that Thaw 
Is working Industriously preparing his 
own defense. He has dally consulta- 
tions with his 
numerous attorneys, 


writes and receives many letters and 
sends out many messages. 


Thaw will be placed on trial before 


Justice Fitzgerald 
in 
the 
criminal 


branch of the Supreme Court, Janu- 
ary 21. His trial, it is asserted, will 
not last more than two weeks at the 
most. 
An effort will be made by the 


district attorney to keep out all evi- 
dence relating to events prior to the 
shooting of Stanford White on 
the 


Madison-Square roof garden last June. 
LEADS LIFE OF SELF SACRIFICE. 


Everyone knows the sort of life Ev- 


elyn Nesbit Thaw led before the trag- 
edy of the Madison Square Garden 
Ro'of on that June evening. Today no 
nun of the strictest of orders leads a 
life of greater self sacrifice tlian she. 
"I know that Harry will be able to 


prove his right to freedom," she says 
daily to her questioners at the Tombs. 
"With faith in this, I am willing to 
give up anything and do everything 
In my power to help him. Yes, I have 
f 


iven up all that meant much to me 
efore. But I am glad to do it. The 
past life seems like a dream to me. I 
feel stronger every day because of my 
Tegular program. 
I shall be well able 


to undergo the hours of Harry's trial, 
never fear." 
Here is Evelyn Nesbit Thaw's daily 


life:Arises each morning at 6:30 o'clock 
sharp. 
At 7:30 her breakfast is served to 


her in her room. 
Miss MacKenzie Is the only one who 


has ever eaten with her since the fate- 
ful night. 
At 9 o'clock she receives her mail, 


Including often letters from her hus- 
band. 
The letters read, she is dressed by 


her maid and at 10 o'clock she de- 
scends to the hotel lobby. There her 
chauffeur is waiting to conduct her to 
the curb where is always standing a 
closed automobile, hired by the month. 


The trip to the Tombs is made at 


moderate speed and at 10:30—almost 
on tlie moment, the pretty young wo- 
!•,:•!'. presents herself at the barred en- 
1 .'<!: iCl-. 
As tiulckly as Is possible, under the 


rules, she passes through the Inner 
gate and to the matron's room. 


Mrs. 
Thaw Is then subjected to the 


customary rigid examination. 
That Is the most humiliating and, for 


her, the most trying moment of the whole 
twenty-four hours. Yet she, and Harry 
Thaw's mother, too, when she calls, hfis 
been daily forced to undergo this search, 
as required by the law. 
Then for a full hour and a quarter, which 
comprises the morning visiting period, 
Mrs. 
Thaw sits outside Harry's ce}l con- 
versing with him and telling hlnV about 
the contents of letters she has received. 
She makes careful note of any commis- 
sions he has for her, such as messages to 
his lawyer, to his tailor, to his mother, 
etcAt 11:J5 the visiting hour Is up and the 
young wife leaves the Tombs for the day..

Commander Robert Brown Won 


Praise "From the German 


Government. 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 22.—Com- 


mander-Robert M. Brown, the hero of 
the great naval disaster at Apia, Sa- 
moa, is dead in the Qarfleld hospital in 
this city. He was the only American 
naval officer whose distinguished brav- 
ery was ever made the. subject of an 
official communication in the official 
records of Germany. 


It was Brown who ordered the crew 


of the Trenton aloft In the awful hur- 
ricane at Samoa, and the presence of 
the men in the rigging acted as a 
shield from the wind and made it pos- 
sible for the Trenton to escape a reef, 
contact with which would have de- 
stroyed her. 


As it was, the Trenton and her crew 
were saved. 


The secretary of the navy, In a letter 


to 
Rear 
Admiral 
Klmberly, dated 


April 27, 1889, paid 
this 
eulogy to 


Commander Brown: 


"The flagship Trenton, now without 
steam or rudder, her anchors dragging, 
drifted almost at the mercy of the gale 
along the edges of the eastern reef, at 
times not more than twenty feet from 
total destruction. Every endeavor was 
made to control her movements, and 
her commanding- officer states uin his 
report that upon at least one occasion 
it was through the excellent judgment 
of Lieutenant Brown, the navigating 
officer, .that the ship cleared the reef 
and the 450 lives on board were saved. 


"The manequvers 
of 
Commander 


Brown was unprecedented in the his- 
tory of seafaring. 
Tho navigating of- 


ficer-put the whole ship's company in 
the rigging and the men made a living 
sail. As it was, the ship cleared the 
reef by about twelve feet." 


SENT TO SAMOA. 


The Trenton, with the Vandalia and 


a smaller ship, had been sent to Sa- 
moa to protect 
American 
interests 


there. 
It was at a time when Ger- 


many had ships on the spot, and there 
was a feeling in Washington that the 
Kaiser wanted Samoa and wanted - it 
badly. That is why the American ves- 
sels were ordered there. 


Three English ships were In the 


vicinity to see what was likely to be 
a "pretty row." 
The American and 


German ships were practically cleared 
for action w,hen the storm came up, 
ready to snap at one another, but the 
hurricane settled all that, and It be- 
came a fight against a more deadly foe 
than gunpowder. 


Captain Farharquar was-in command 


of the Trenton. The band had gath- 
ered in the afternoon on the quarter- 
deck of tlie ship to play national airs, 
to better show the Germans that the 
American spirit was at the flood. With- 
in two hours after, the whole heavens 
opened and threatened to engulf the 
ships. 


It was a tight squeeze for 
those 


ships which succeeded 
in 
escaping. 


The British vessels got out by what 
they termed "the skin of their teeth," 
and the water rolled over the Trenton 
for ten hours before her anchor cables 
carried away. 
This happened about 
the same time that she lost her rudder 
and she started for the beach like a 
racehorse, before a wind with a ve- 
locity of nearly 100 miles an hour. The 
crew was in the port rigging, so close 
together that they rested upon one an- 
other, and the wind striking the men 
In the rigging forced the vessel out into 
the bay again, close to where the Ger- 
man ship Olga lay. 


SET YOUR ENSIGN.' 


It was Inevitable that the two ves- 


sels should collide, and 
the 
people 


ashore gathered on the beach to see 
the two warships go down. As the 
Trenton closed up to the Olga, Com- 
mander Brown gave this order: "Set 
your ensign. We'll go down with fly- 
Ing colors at all events." 


The Stars and Stripes were broken 


out from the signal gaff and under the 
direction of Commander Brown 
the 


band came aft to play what was then 
believed to be a requiem. 


When the two ships met the crash 


was such as to break the Olga half 
way through her 
middle. But 
the 


American band never flinched, and 
even when Captain Farharquar called 
out to his men to cut away the wreck- 
age, the strains of "The Star-Spangled 
Banner" were still heard above 
the 
shattered deck of the flagship. This 
brought a cheer from the crew of tha 
Trenton,' and the survivors of the Van- 
dalia cheered, too. 


CLEARED THE OLGA. 


The Trenton succeeded in clearing 


the Olga and was carried by the tem- 
pest in the direction of her sister ship, 
the Vandalia, with which she collided. 
The Vandaiia was 
practically 
sunk 


then, and the collision with the Trenton 
was really a'blessing, In that It per- 
mitted more than one hundred mem- 
bers of the Vandalla's crew struggling 
in the water to climb aboard the Tren- 
ton and be saved. 


The German Government, by a rising 


vote in the Reichstag, tendered a vote 
of thanks to Commander Brown. 
It 


was the first and last Instance of such 
an occurrence. The West Virginia Leg- 
islature 
two years afterward 
gave 
Commander Brown a' gold sword 
in 


recognition of his heroism, The pres- 
entation was 
made at • Commander 


Brown's old home, Morgantown, Va. 


Commander Brown entered the navy 


in the summer of 1864. He graduated 
third a class of eighty. 


Commander Brown married about 


twenty years ago a daughter of former 
United States Senator Hsnry G. Davia 
of West Virginia. Mrs. Brown died 
about three years ago.

The Goldfield affair completely swept 
away this fear, when It was seen that 
the women were accorded all the pro- 
tection that Is' given In the best the-- 
nters In the country, and that the wo- 
men who did attend lost .none of. their 
social standing. This fact was com- 
mented on to a large extent immedi- 
ately after the Goldfleld' fight. At the 
ringside sat wives, sisters and friends 
of the most prominent men In Nevada. 
They saw the flght and after It was 
over not a word was to be 
heard 
against them. The timid ones who re- 
mained away from the flght realized 
that they had been vctims of foolish 
fears and from present 
Indications 
every woman in Southern Nevada who 
has any desire to see Gans and Her- 
man mix It, will be on hand without 
fear or trembling lest their reputa- 
tions suffer. 


Of course, this Is a condition' that

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 22.—Schmitz has ptit his enemies 


in an absurd position by his unexpected demand for a speedy 
trial. The last thing expected of him was that he would waive 
technicalities and ask that the case against him be submitted 
to a jury. By leaving Ruef to test the sufficiency of the in- 
dictments and the legality of the grand jury panel and insisting 
on going to trial, he has played the graft crusaders what Su- 
pervisor Lonergan calls "a dirty Irish trick " 


It's funny how things go. Now that Schmitz wants to go 


to trial at once, Heney and Langdon don't want to try him 
till after they have tried Ruef. They are skirmishing around 
for excuses for delaying his trial, although the newspapers en- 
listed on the side of the prosecution were roundly abusing him 
a few days ago for resorting to technicalities to avoid being 
compelled to face a jury. When Joe Campbell, Schmitz's at- 
torney, demanded that his client be tried at once, the prosecu- 
tion changed front in a twinkling. 


Schmitz is now being as vigorously blackguarded for de- 


manding a speedy trial as he has heretofore been denounced 
for evading trial. Evidently Schmitz's enemies are not going 
to be pleased at anything he may do. 


Rudolph Spreckels made no hit in financial circles \utli 


his story that Ruef approached him with a corrupt proposition 
to handle the bond issue voted in San Francsco. Everybody 
knows that those bonds have been going begging in the market 
ever since they were voted. Moreover, the law forbids their 
sale below par, and James D. Phelan organized a syndicate to 
tako a portion of them at that figure because he particularly de- 
sire® fo see certain of the projected improvements carried out. 


As the bonds cannot be sold at less than par and are to be 


had for the asking by anybody «t that figure, it is difficult to 
see where there was an opening for a corrupt deal of the kind 
Spreckels says Ruef suggested. 
. 


Ruef admits that he spoke to Spreckels about organizing 


a syndicate to buy the bonds, but says he did so to relieve the 
administration of embarrassment in disposing of them. The 
constant attacks of the newspapers had made it difficult to 
sell the bonds, as every banker in the city kuo^s, and Ruef was 
naturally interested in seeing them negotiated that the project- 
ed improvements might be carried out under the auspices of 
the Schmitz government. 


Spreckels' personal standing is so much higher than Ruef's 


that the charges he hurled fiom the witness stand at the boss 
were rather a staggering indictment till the facts came to be 
examined. All the known facts tend to substantiate Ruef's ver- 
sion of the affair and negative the possibility of a job of the 
character Spreckels outlined. But a man is like a dog in some 
respects—give him a bad name, and any story against him 
will be believed. Then Ruef's eagerness to grab at everything 
in the shape of money gives color to Spreckels' accusations. 


Still, one of the most prominent bankers in the city told 


me confidentially that he didn't see how there could be anything 
in the stoiy. It is to be observed, in this connection, that Phelan 
has had nothing to say about this alleged bond job, though ho 
is connected with Spreckels in a financial wa\. Perhaps he 
knows too much about the difficulty encountered in floating 
the bonds. 


Our sailor boy Senator must sure carry a rabbit's foot, a 


crooked horseshoe, a snake's tooth and several more charms on 
his person. Six months ago half a dozen Senatorial aspirants 
were scheming to divide up his political raiment, and at the 
close of the Santa Cruz convention it looked as if he -would 
have the fight of his life- for re-election. I am reliably in- 
formed that the Senator himself felt rather blue over the situa- 
tion and was a little dubious about making another throw with 
the political dice. 


But his proverbial luck has solved e^ ery difficulty and ap- 


parently it is all plain sailing for another term. All his would- 
be successors are in the down-and-out class. 


Frank Short fell on the wrong side of the ballot box down 


in Fresno and Abe Ruef is scrapping to keep out of jail. The 
Japanese row puts Metcalf out of the running, while Pardee's 
course during the late campaign has ruined his chances for the 
immediate future, trepgraphy and other obstacles bar Gage 
out. So Perkins is the only pebble left on the beach, and even 
the wdld waves are wishing him good luck.

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When it was announced that the syndicate headed by E. A. 


Forbes of Marysville had purchased the Sacramento Union, the 
political prophets began to look ^ise and whisper among them- 
selves that W. P. Hammon was going to make a fight for the 
Senate. 
Hammon has made a barrel of money in the gold- 


dredging business, and spends it like a prince. It is his money 


that is backing the Forbes syndicate, wihch owns or controls 
a dozen papers in Northern California. 


But it is business, not politics, that is prompting Forbes 


and his associates to buy up the principal papers published 
in the Sacramento valley. Hammon, Forbes, et al., are inter- 
ested in a gigantic scheme of electrical development in the 
Sierra .Nevada, including railroads, lighting, lumbering and 
other forms of applied energy. John A. Britton, John Martin, 
Eugene de Sabla, Henry Butters and other big capitalists and 
promoters are interested in the various electrical power enter- 
prises projected between Sacramento and the Oregon line. 


The purchase of the Sacramento Union followed hard upon 


the sale of the Sacramento street railroads to unknown parties. 
It was rumored that Gould was back of the deal, but appear- 
ances indicate that the Martin-Hammou crowd are the real 
purchasei s. And I am told that H. E. Huntington has a finger 
in the pie. E. H. Harriman is much closer to this big electric 
combination than is Gouid. 


My information is that Harriman intends to operate his 


trains across the Klamath mountains and the Sierra Nevada 
vith electric power which must come from the sources I have 
mentioned. The Feather, the Pitt and a score more of streams 
\\ ill be utilized to generate power. 


The Forbes newspaper syndicate is merely a side issue of 


a vast electrical combination that seems likely to gain control of 
all the water power in Northern California.

The Carmen's Union is up in arms against their brethren,

You only have to ride 
down to the ferry from Van Ness avenue to realize that this 
rumor is very probably true. It is practically impossible to 
get from Fillmore street to the ferries within an hour. The 
trip should be made in fifteen minutes, hut the nierry teamsters 
with their gigantic trucks and other vehicles always manage to 
get iu front of the car, and, as a rule, break an axle. In con- 
sequence the trolley traffic of the town is playing a continuous 
waiting performance. 


Now, while the teamsters may imagine they are hurting 


the United Railroads by these deliberate or strangely accidental 
impediments to progress, they are as a matter of fact simply 
hurting the public. On the other hand, the carmen imagine it 
is a deliberate attempt to brand them as inadequate, and that 
is why, they tell me, the bell-punchers and motomien are so bit- 
terly opposed to the Teamsters' Union. 


If I had the final say in the management of this State, the 


first thing that I would do would be to abolish all the Societies 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, for the Prevention 
of Vice, and the prevention of everything else save impolite- 
ness to husbands. 


The Societies for the Prevention of Vice are, as a class, 


nothing more than institutions for making blackmailing easy. 
They always get someone for an officer or general manager who 
is nothing better than a crook and who is generally spending the 
greater part of his energy in preventing honest folks from 
sending him to jail. They hear about someone who is doing 
something that is not according to Hoyle, and they start, not 
to send the guilty or alleged guilty person to jail, but to the news- 
papers, where they want to get the story printed. 


As a rule when the newspapers investigate these cases it 


becomes painfully apparent that the person to be exposed is 
really the victim of spite or blackmail. 


If you will look over the calendar you will find that prac- 


tically none of the charges preferred against people by the 
societies for the prevention of cruelty or vice are ever pressed 
to a definite end. They are generally settled out of court, and 
when cases are settled out of court, there is necessarily a com- 
promise, and when the societies for the prevention of vice or 
cruelty and other things compromise with their victim that com- 
promise is nothing more nor less than a hold-up. 


If you have the welfare of your home and your country 


at heart, you will deputize yourself as a committee of one to do 
everything possible to wipe out the prevention societies.

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A big bunch of army officers who have seen service in the 


Philippines are shivering in their military bools these days. 
The scandal made public regarding General Pershing's re- 
lations with a Filipino girl has created no end of uneasiness, 
and several officers stationed at the Presidio are worrying to 
beat the band for fear that some of their dusky female friends 
in the Philippines will assert the claims of wifehood. 


During the earlier days of the military occupation of the 


islands it was quite the thing for officers to take native women 
for concubines. Many of the privates and civilians did the 
same thing. It was thought nothing of by the Filipinos, who 
were accustomed to that sort of thyig, till missionaries from 
the United States began to put different ideas inio their heads. 
The women were made to believe that they were really wives 
under American law, and were urged to assert their claims. 


Jealous officers saw in this turn of affairs a chance to 


wreak grudges, which they were prompt to take advantage of. 
Blackmailers, native and foreign, took a hand in the gamef and 
many an officer had to pungle to save himself from the alter- 
native of a court-martial or recognizing a dusky mistress as 
his wife. 


The President's puritanism about such matters has caused 


the War Department to have moral spasms every time an army 
officer is accused of illicit amours in the Philippines. 


The ease of Lieutenant Burbank was particularly flagrant, 


but that of Pershing is typical of hundreds. If all such matters 
are gone into, the gallants of the army will be in a nasty mess. 


General Miles said army officers should not marry, and 


now the War Department seems disposed to make them wive 
with a job lot of Oriental Aspasias. At this rate the army regu- 
lations will soon require officers to take the vow of celibacy.

Japan bought 
out the whole stock of tools in the 
United State* during the war

Russia; and Europe, South Africa and 
the Philippines have been since draw- . 
Ing enormously on our tool workshlps.

COUNT MOST 


SETTLE DEBTS 


American Countess Handsomely 


• Vindicated by the French 


Court. 


PARIS, Dec. 22.—By the court's de- 


cision handed down today, Count Bon- 
faee de Castellane stands responsible 
for most of the huge Dills piled up be- 
fore his long suffering wife obtained 
ler divorce, 


Madame Gould, formerly Miss Anna 


Gould of New York, .won her conten- 
tion on nearly every point, and aa a 
result she has left her former husband 
practically naked to his enemies. 


The ruling 
of the 
court was so 
sweeping that It surprises even the at- 
torneys for Madame Gould and Paris 
s once more laughing at the predica- 
ment in which the. little count again 
finds himself. 
The money-lender to whom he went 
n debt for huge sums at ruinous rates 
of interest, must now look to him for 
reimbursement, and as he is practically 
penniless they probably will make his 
ife a burden for a time at least. 
Nearly $200,000 in bills of this kind 


vere thrown out today, and the court 
decided that the former wife was not 
even remotely responsible for them. 
This ruling was based on the ground 
hat the count had entire control of 
:he income of his wife, and that if he 
borrowad money besides, it la for him 
:o pay, as the amount he had at his 
disposal was ample for all needs with- 
out the necessity for going in debt. 


ONLY TWO ITEMS. 


In only two small items of the cred- 
tors' claims was the wife held liable. 
They were for objects of art which 
were bought on the suggestion of the 
countess and wh|ch she still has in 
her possession. There 
were fifteen 
cases called in court today and of this 
number thirteen were thrown out of 
court by the decision. 


There are three cases to come up. 


They include, the claim of Mile. Nimi- 
florff, the opera singer, who sold her 
jewels to the count and who says that 
she has never received a single cent 
in payment. The count declares that 
lie gave the diamonds to his wife- anc 
that they are now a part of her tiara 


Some of the creditors who tried to 


bleed the countess through Boni wepl 
bitterly in the court when the verdicl 
was read. Madame M.ichel Rogrer, who 
claims 9375 francs, became hysterlca 
when she heard the decision, which 
moans ruin to her husband, because i 
wipes out his capital. 'This was one o. 
the pathetic results of Boni's extrava- 
gance. 


VINDICATES ANNA. 


The judge, In his ruling, vindicated 


the countess handsomely, saying tha 
she had done more than her duty as 
a wife, for while the marriage settle- 
ment demanded that she provide th 
count with a third of her income, sh> 
generously gave him all, whereby he 
was able to pay his debts when con- 
tracted, wherefore it was impossible to 
hold 'Madame Gould responsible now 
for her husband's shortcomings.

Joe Page, a 
young negro, after torturing his em- 
ployer's sister-in-law for months In an 
attempt to extort 
cash 
from her, 


planned to kill his master by steering 
him off the Palisades in an automo- 
bile unless blood money of $500f • was 
paid to him. 


The allegation is made that Page 
has for two-months past been waging 
a systematic and heartless campaign 
of blackmail against Mrs. de Veras- 
teg'ui's sister, Mrs. Thomas C. De Mar- 
tineto, wife of a well-known mining 
engineer. 


It Is charged by Mrs. -D« Marti- 


neto, who is now on the verge of a 
breakdown as a resiilt of her experi- 
ence, that for weeks he has been per- 
secuting her with threats upon her 
life and her reputation, and that fin- 
ally, in an effort to compel the pay- 
ment of $500, he aimed a revolver .at 
her head and swore that he would 
murder her. 


HER TERROR GREAT. 


So great was 
her terror of this 


smooth-spoken, dapper young negro 
chauffeur that the woman feared he 
would reveal her sufferings even after 
the display of the revolver. 
Finally, 


her husband being out of the coun- 
try, she told her brother-in-law. , 


Within an hour or two, after caus- 
ing the arrest of the negro, Mr. De 
Verastegul learned from the prison- 
er's wife that he was to be the .next 
victim; that he was to be killed seem- 
ingly by accident unless his wife paid 
a secret tribute of $5000 as the price 
of, his life. 


Before the arraignment of the ne- 
gro, Mr. De Verastegui added a new 
chapter to the 
story 
of Chauffeur 
Page's money-making plans. 
"The last blackmailing letter of all 
came yesterday to Mrs. De Martineto," 
he said today. "Up until that time all 
the threatening letters that my sister- 
in-law got came from Page himself. 
But this ne was in a woman's -hand- 
writing and signed "Lucille Page,' the 
name of Page's wife. 
"In this letter liucllle Page warned 
Mrs. De Martineto that unless $5000 
was sent to her by Thursday of this 
week she would publicly accuse Mrs. 
De Martineto of alienating the affec- 
tions of her husband. Page. The letter 
concluded with these words:
